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DESCRIPTION of the ENGRAVING . annexed, reprefenting No. V. ¢ 
PicTuREs found in the Ruins of HeRCULANEUM. 


HIS picture, excellent for its co- 
louring, and in no contemp- 
fible ftile, reprefents to us a young 
Faun, in whofe air the artift has 


thewn much ftudy and genius. He 
is kiffing a Bacchant, as he is throw- 
ing her-onthe ground. The fequef- 
tered and folitary place, in- which 
the Faun is here wmagined to furprife 
the Bacchant, as the is climbing up 
amoiig forme’ rocks, is confiftent e- 
nough with the character of the piece, 
which is meant werely to reprefent to as 
two of the attendants on the religious 
ceremonies of Bacchus. 

Near the Faun lies a fhepherd’s 
crooked ftaff, and a pipe with feven 
reeds, as emblems expreflive of his 
character. At the feet of the Bac- 
thant isa thyrfus, (a long ftaff, end-

Av HISTORICAL ANECDOTE. 


RISTOTLE, in his Difcourfe on 
Poefy, chap. VI. declares for 
tragedy in preference to all the other 
kinds .of writing, and fays that, by 
the means of moving pity and terror, 
it purges the mind ot thefe perturba- 
tions. I have always thought this 
paflage very obfcure+: it looks as if it 
meant that the fpectators, by aecuf- 
toming themfelves to calamitous ob- 
_ jets on the Rage, fhould learn not to 
moved by them’ in’ real life.’ If 
this was his ‘intention, it is by no 
means a good moral effect, and does 
not at all feem to recommend tragedy. 
Befides, the pleafure we receive from 
it ceafes, when we have-worn out the 
difpofition to receive thofe impref- 
fions. 
It appears much more natural, that 
the effects of tragedy fhould be, by 
_ raifing pity and terror, to purge the 
contrary paflions, that is, to fubdue 
that confidence in profperity to which 
all men are liable ; to melt away hard- 
nefs of heart, and, by giving us 3 
quick fenfe of the calamities incident 
to our common nature, to chaftife the 
vain, to foffen the .cruel, and, in a 
word, to humanize the whole man, 
and make him by thefe means a wifer 
and better creature. This effe& of 
tragedy is elegantly reprefented in the 
prologue to Cato: 
Tyracts no more their favage nature kert, 
And foes to virtue wonder’d how they wept. 


It is at once the moit moral end» 


and feems the moft agreeable to its 
Original defign. 

‘When I meet with any moving fto- 
ry, Lam apt to confider how it would § 
appear on the ftage, if wrought up 
with the fkili and addrefs of an artful 
poet; and, fometimes, entertain my-% 
felf with imaginary fcenes, charaéters, 
and fentiments, which it might fur-§ 
nifh, and at once draw from it the 
pleafure of hiftory and poefy.

This how- 
ever is certain, that Roufleau enter- 
tains too mean and contemptible an 
idea of human nature, and frequently 
reprefents men as worfe than they 
really are. Adelicate conftitution, a 
great love of virtue, 'a ftrong imagi- 
nation, exquifite fenfibility, a fafpi- 
cious and diltruftful temper, fome ill- 
treatment, fome perfecution, together 
with the pride of genius, have made 
him judge mankind with exceffive ri- 
gour.

a great variety of uncommon rarities. 
A catalogue of thefe, publithed by 
his fon, contains an enumeration of 
the many plants, fhirubs, trees, &c. 
growing in his garden, which was 
pretty extenfive. Some of thefe plants 
are (as I am informed) if not totally . 
extinét, at leaft become very uncom- 
mon, even at this time: though this 
able man, by his great induftry, mdde 
it manifeft, in the very infancy, of 
botany, that there is fcarce any plant 
extant in the known world that will 
not with proper care thrive in this 
kingdom. 

When his houfe at South Lam- 
beth, then called Tradefcant’s Ark, 
came ito Afhmole’s poffeffion, he 
added a noble room to it, and adorned 


the chimney with his arms, impalin 


thofe of Sir William Dugdale, whole 
daughter was .his third wife, where 
they remain to. this day. 

This houfe belongs. at _prefent to 
John Small, Efqg. who about twelve 
years ago purchaied it of fome of Afh- 
mole’s defcendants ; and my houfe, 
once a part of Tradefcant’s, is ad- 
joining thereto. , 

It were much to be wifhed, that the 
lovers of botany had vifited this once 
famous garden, before, or at Jeaft in, 
the beginning of the prefent century. 
But this feems to have been totally 
neglected ‘till the year 1749, when 
yourfelf * and. the late Dr. Mitciel 
favoured the Royal Society with the 
only account now extant of the re- 
mains of Tragefcant’s garden.

The preibyterian would be Aypocri- 
tical indeed, were he to take the oath 
of fupremacy, ufe the crofs in baptifm, 
put on the furplice, and fubmit to 
the government of the church by arch- 
bifhops, bifhops, &c.—Could he di- 
geft thefe, it would be no difficult 
matter for him to reconcile the the- 
ology of the articles with that of the 
directory, and creep into the church 
with all his Aypocrify about him. 

Indeed to imagine that fubfcription 
to any thing will fence the church 
againft hypocrites is the higheft ab- 
furdity. Subfcription will be a bar 
‘to none but men of honourand con- 
fcience, and the hypocrite has neither. 

Equally. vatn are his fears from the 
idolatrous Roman catholic and the 
Fit F Muar The former, if he be a 
confcientious idolater, will never ac- 
cept the fcriptures as the only rule of 
his faith to the exclufion of the de- 
cifions of the charch.

Wise T is almoft a worn-out ob- 
fervation, that great events 
i I proceed from /ittle caufes. The 
ftream which was infignificant 
Pa and contemptible at firft, join- 
ing larger rivulets in its pro- 
refs, by degrees forms itfelf into an ex- 
tenfive river, and in procefs of time into a 
mighty ocean. The firft accounts of the 
late riot at Vauxhall appeared too infignifi-

As the confined limits of our Chronology 
will not permit us to give this curiows letter 
at length, we muft content ourfelves with 
obferving, that it contained an invitation 
to Mr. Bate to fettle the difpute by boxing,
